On board the Associated Press des- 
patch boat Dauntless, off Guantanamo 
Buy, Tuesday, June 1-i, noon, via King- 
ston, Jamaica; Wednesday, June 15, 
p.m. — There was no renewal of the at- 
tack on the marines Inst night. Thoy 
slept in the trendies with their lilies be- 
side them, protected by a heavy Hue of 
insurgents and marines under the com- 
niund of Lieuts. Lcnore and Smith. They 
had strict orders not to fire unless com- 
manded to do so. There were several 
alarms but no tiring during the night. 
In consequence the men awoke much re- 
freshed after four sleepless nights of 
continuous work and lighting. It was 
supposed the enemy had retired to the 
Windmill in the bight on the south coast, j 
the only remaining source of water sup 
ply. It was shelled at intervals all day 
yesterday by the Dolphin, but the Spun 
iitrds were still there this morning. 

At S o'clock the enemy made an unex- 
pected sharp attack on the AlUericttu 
rear and left Hank. When the pickets 
came in for relief the Spanish guerrilla 
crept along behind them and got within 
a hundred yards. The accidental dis- 
charge of a rifle in the trenches led them 
to believe they were discovered and they 
opened tire with u volley which whistled 
harmless overhead. They shot too high 
Its usual. The marines then scrambled 
from their steaming coffee and hard-tack 
back to the trenches and met the guer- 
rillas with a ragged but well-directed rifle 
lire. .In addition, five field pieces, mount- 
ed in the trenches, and the machine guns 
poured a hail of bullets, scattering the 
main body of the Spaniards in all direc- 
tions. Shells were dropped among them 
as they ran. A few of the enemy stood 
their ground desperately on the left Hunk 
and the cracks Of the Mauser rifles ami 
singing of the bullets were heard for an 
hour. The smokeless powder used by the 
Spaniards made their location in the 
dense underbusb almost impossible. The 
Panther lircd six-pounders into the Span- 
ish, while the marines were engaged in 
beating off the attack. Only one marine 
was injured and he only sustained it 
slight injury in the hands. 

The Cubans who acted well hist night, 
were with difficulty forced out of the 
skirmish Hue this morning. Some of 
them refused to be driven even when 
struc'k by their officers by the flat of 
their 1 machetes. But they were not cen- 
sured. They tried to work out thei? 
knowledge of- the methods- of. the Span- 
ish guerrilla warfare nnd inland service. 
As guides they were invaluable. The 
American soldiers were ut a great dis- 
advantage with the guerrillas, who are 
past grand masters of this pliin of sav- 
age warfare. The men slink through the 
undergrowth noiselessly as shadows, 
some with their naked bodies concealed 
with palm leaves, and are neither seen 
or heard. The marines are not familiar 
with these tactics and awkwardly crash 
through the bush. Capt. Elliott says the 
enemy could not stand a minute in the 
open, but they are dangerous antagon- 
ists at this sort of work. The marines, 
however, arc- seasoning rapidly. 

The hospital ship Solace is in Gunntnn- 
amo B..y with the wounded on board. As 
the Dauntless left the bay, the smoke of 
two Spanish gun boats in the inner har- 
bor could be seen, and the Dolphin stood 
up the chauned to meet them. When 
ten miles oil shore, the booming of guns 
COllld be heard and the harbor was veil- 
ed in smoke. 



TO STARVE SANTIAGO. 

Design of the American Commanders to 
Thus Secure Speedy Surrender. 

Off Santiago de Cuba, Saturday, Juno 
11, -1 p.m., per the Associated Press De- 
spatch Boat Wanda, via Kingston, Ja- 
maica, Sunday, Juno 12, 7 p. m. — Rear 
Admiral Sampson and Commodore 
Schley with their combined forces tire 
slowly but surely placing a network 
about Santiago de Cuba, and are cutting 
oft every source of outside aid, so that 
within it short time starvation's tapping 
will give way to death's solid knock for 
admittance at the doors of the ill-fated 
place. Within three days three separate 
sources of supply aud reinforcement, 
have been cut off nnd Santiago de Cuba 
is now isolated from the world and is 
down to famine rations. 

A map of the harbor furnished to-day 
by insurgent spies show that, after the 
bombardment of the harbor forts bj 
Commodore Schley on Tuesday, May 31, 
tin; Spanish cruiser Reiha Mercedes, 
which was disabled, was towed into the 
bay behind the Socnpa battery, where 
she lies, with two torpedo boats. Halt 
a mile further under the lee of the mor- 
tar batteries is the Yizeaya, commanding 
with her broadside the two narrow ent- 
rances to the east and west. 

Half a mile north ut the gate of the 
third narrow entrance lies the Almirante 
Oquendo', and half a mile to the north 
east are the Cristobal Colon and the 
Maria Teresa. The ships are about a 
mile and a half from the city proper, 
shallow water forbidding them to go 
much closer. The sunken collier Merri- 
mac is directly in the narrow part of the 
channel. 

Since the establishment of the block- 
ade several interesting and daring expe- 
ditions have been made into the enemy's 
country to discover the actual condition 
of affairs at Santiago de Cuba. It. is not 
easy to get near the city these days. 
About (1,000 Spanish soldiers and 2,00(1 
home guard troops cover every road 
about the place, and General I'ando, the 
Spanish military commander, is very ac- 
tive, although his operations are limited 
by the mountains surrounding the place 
which are full of insurgents.

Driving the Spaniards from Guantanamo 
and Kill or Wound Many. 

Washington, June 15.— The navy de- 
partment to-day posted the following 
bulletins: "Admiral Sampson reports 
that he lias been reinforced by several 
hundred Cubans and that his forces at 
Guantanamo are in very satisfactory 
condition. The town of Acarrado has 
been occupied by troops under General 
Hnbi. The men under General Garcia 
are co-operating with the American 
forces." 

Off Guantanamo Buy, Tuesday, June 
3-1, (i p.m., via Kingston, Jamaica, Wed- 
nesday, June 15, 1:30 a.m.— The United 
States marines and Cubans to-day at- 
tacked the Spanish cant)), situated five 
miles from the American encampment, 
and promptly routed a force of 100 
Spanish, breaking up their camp and 
destroying the well which supplied them 
with water. One American was slightly 
wounded, two Cubans were killed, and 
four Cubans were wounded. The Span- 
ish loss is believed to be -10 killed and 13 
bodies have already been discovered. 

New York, .Tune 15.— A Journal des- 
patch from Camp McCall, Guantanamo 
Harbor, June 15, snys: The scouting 
party of marines sent out: yesterday re- 
turned at 10 o'clock last night with IS 
Spanish prisoners, one of them an offi- 
cer. The party also captured a hundred 
Mnuser rifles and 10,000 rounds of am- 
munition. They report having had a 
series of engagements with tin; Spanish, 
in which 100 Spaniards were killed and 
200 wounded. They also destroyed a 
Spanish blockhouse and telegraph station 
through which Spaniards had been keei>- 
ing Guatanamo and Santiago informed 
of the movements of the American 
troops.

MANILA IN SOKE STRAITS. 

Insurgents Likely to Possess the City 
Before American Reinforcements 
Arrive. 

London, June 15.— The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Daily To'egraph," for- 
vurding advices -he hns received from 
.Manila up to June 8th, says: . ' ' 

On June 5th the insurgents forced a 
passage of the Zapote river and captur- 
ed Las Pinns and Paninagi. Since thou, 
up to the time my advices left Mani'a, 
the lighting has been continuous and the 
Spanish were being gradually driven out. 
The fall of the city seems imminent be- 
fore the arrival of the American forces. 
Manila being abpslutely incapable of re- 
sisting bombardment Admiral Dewey is 
surprised at the rebels' progress, but the 
Spaniards suspect that the insurgents are 
lighting under American guidance. Tlu 
defenders of the city have suffered sev- 
eiely from incessant nttacks and from 
want of food and rest, and the hospitals 
and churches are crowded with th-' 
wounded. 

Madrid, June 15.— A despatch received 
here from Captain-General August! 
dated Manila June (i, says: "The situa- 
tion continues critical. The enemy sur- 
round the town. 1 had out- lines drawn 
closer around the city and strengthened 
at intervals by trenches. Communication 
is still cut. I expect Gen. Monet with 
reinforcements, but I have no news for 
him. The white population of the sub- 
urbs, fearing they will be massacred by 
the rebels and preferring to risk bom- 
bardment, have entered the town and 
will assist in its defence. I do not know 
when the bombardment will commence." 



GERMANY'S DESIGNS. 

Figuring on a Philippine Port as Her 
Share When Spain is Despoiled. 

London, .Tune 15.— The Berlin corres- 
pondent of tiie Daily News says: It 
seems almost impossible that Germany 
can have an idea of risking war with 
the United States by intereference in 
Manila; nevertheless it is equally impos- 
sible to ignore the significance of the 
fact that the idea of repeating the suc- 
cessful Kinochau experiment is evidently 
tloating in the brains of naval person- 
ages whose influence is so great that the 
matter deserves attention. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
says: The Marine Politische correspond- 
on, which is often officially inspired, and 
other papers, express the hope that some 
permanent result, such us the possession 
of a harbor, will be the outcome of the 
presence of the German squadron at the 
Philippines. It would bo a mistake to 
attach overmuch importance to these ef- 
fusions, but. the presence of Admiral 
Von Dlcdrichs' squadron there is ver- 
taihly significant 

Washington, June 15.— In the house of 
representative's to-day Mr. Berry- speak- 
ing on the Philippine situation, said that 
while not advocating the retention of the 
islands, the United States would brook 
no interference upon the part of Ger- 
many, as is intimated us being likely; 
and said if Germany attempted to de- 
feat any rights belonging to America, 
then the United States, with 158 ship-: 
in commission, and 75.000,000 peopl." 
would be ready to respond to the demand 
lor resenting any Interference. 

Washington, June .15.— The depart- 
ment has been officially advised that 
reports that Germany would make an 
issue in the Philippines are unwarrant- 
ed. German ships, it was stated, would 
be on hand at Manila to afford protec- 
tion tn German subjects nnd property, 
but Germany had not thought of inter- 
vention.

HAWAII ANNEXED. ■ j 

The Matter Practically Settled by Adop- 
tion of the Newlands Resolution. 

Washington, June 15. — By u vote of 
200 to 5)1, the house of representatives 
this afternoon adopted the Newlands re- 
solution providing for the annexation of 
Hawaii. The debate, which has con- 
tinued without interruption since Sat- 
urday, bus been one of the most notable 
of this congress, the proposed annexation 
beiug considered of great commercial 
and strategic importance by its advocates 
and beiug looked upon by its opponents 
as involving a radical departure from the 
long established policy of the United 
States, ami likely to be followed by the 
inauguration of a pronounced policy of 
colonization, the abandonment of the 
Monroe doctrine and a participation in 
international wrangles. - More than half 
a hundred members participated in the 
debate. From a party standpoint the re- 
sult was awaited with the keenest in- 
terest. 

The Republicans presented practically 
a unanimous support to the resolution 
but three Republican members voting in 
opposition. In the Democratic ranks the 
division upon the question was more 
marked, eighteen Democrats voting for 
annexation, The vote in support of the 
resolution to-day was made up of 17!) 
Republicans, 18 Democrats, 8. Populists 
and -1 Fusionists. The vote against an- 
nexation comprised 77 Democrats, 3 Re- 
publicans, 7 Populists and 4 Fusionists.

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Position of American Marines He- 
coming Desperate When Insur- 
gent Allies Arrived. 



Capture of a Suburb of Santiago, 
With Wharves for Landing 
Heavy Artillery. 



Washington, Juno 15.— Great was the 
relief felt by the officials at the navy de- 
partment to-day, when news was receiv- 
ed that the .marines who had planted 
the United States flag on Crest Hill and 
were defending it night and day against 
heavy odds were not only safe, but were 
strongly reinforced by 1,500 Cubans from 
the commands of Garcia and Rabi, uui 
were now strong enough to more than 
hold their own. This was disclosed iu a 
despatch from Admiral Sampson. 

The early reports had indicated that 
the marines were surrounded, and it 
was feared that they might be compelled 
to return to the ship before General 
Shatter's invading army reached there 
on Friday. The coming of the Cuban 
forces seems to have been in the nick of 
time, and naval officials give fullest cred- 
it to the timeliness of this Cuban oper- 
ation. The Admiral's despatch stated 
that the condition of marines was "en- 
tirely satisfactory," which assurance, al- 
though brief, was enough to relieve the 
officials here of the fears they had en- 
tertained. 

But probably the most significant fea- 
ture of the Admiral's despatch was the 
statement that the Cuban General Rabi 
had occupied Accerrades only eight mile 
from Santiago, and practically a suburb 
of that Spanish stronghold. It was in 
execution of a plan arranged in Wash- 
ington some weeks ago, when two of the 
staff officers of General Garcia came 
here to confer with General Miles. At 
that time Garcia and Rabi were at Bay 
amo, in the western part, of Santiago 
province, and more than a hundred miles 
from Santigao do Cuba. Admiral Samp- 
son's despatch showed that Rabi and 
his force had made a complete circuit 
of Santiago do Cuba, and coming up to 
the south of it, had occupied Accerrades. 
This is looked upon as a tine military 
stroke, for Accerrades is the port when; 
iron wharves will afford facilities for 
unloading the heavy artillery carried by 
General Shatter's invading expedition. 
The news also indicated to the authori 
ties that the Spanisli at Santiago have 
practically retreated inside the city pro 
per, giving up the outlaying towns. 

Admiral Sampson also states that Gen 
Garcia is co-operating with the Ameri 
can forces. "Whether this means that 
Garcia himself has arrived from Bnynmo, 
is not quite clear, but if he has, the joint 
forces of Garcia and Rabi will mak 
three to five thousand seasoned Cubans, 
recently armed witli Springfields, as ; 
bushwhacking guerrilla force. 

From sources other than the dcspatchei 
of Admiral Sampson, the navy depart 
meat has infomation that 500 Cubans, 
rendered efficient aid to the marines at 
Cret Hill. Now that Rabi and Garcia 
are on the scene the 500 will he swelled 
to 1,000. 

WAR ON LARGE SCALE. 

British Must Be Prepared for It to Pre- 
serve Privileges in China. 

London, .Tune 15.— The Earl of Scl- 
ltorne, under secretary for the colonies, 
adrcssing the Conservative association at 
Brampton, this evening, said that the 
rapprochement of England and America 
"was a work fitting Lord Salisbury to a 
place in the country's nnals." "I know 
of no other achievement," said Lord Sel- 
horne, "that will tend more to the bene- 
fit of tlio human race. Yet three years 
ago Lord Salisbury was denounced for 
"knuckling down" to America, just as 
he is now denounced for a weak-kneed 
Chinese policy. Let the country have pa- 
tience. The Chinese question is only at 
its beginning. If we wish to preserve our 
commercial rights and privileges in China 
intact, we must be prepared for a land 
war on a large scale.. 

THE DYNAMITE CRUISER. 
Thrilling Account of Her First Opera- 
tions Against the Forts at Santiago. 

Off Santiago do Cuba,Tuesday,.Tune 11, 
6 p.m. — The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius 
joined the fleet yesterday and was put to 
work immediately. Some new emplace- 
ments, half a mile east of El Mono, on 
which a large number of Spaniards had 
been working, were the object of attack. 
Ensign Palmera of the New York went 
on board the Vesuvius with Lieut-Com- 
mander Pillsbury to explain the location 
of the batteries. A few minutes from 
midnight, when the Vesuvius was about 
half n mile from the beach west of El 
Morro, the Oregon's search lights played 



on. the batteries, while the black nose of 
the cruiser pointed at the westward bat- 
teries. Lieut.-Commander Pillsbury gave 
the word to fire and Lieut. Quiinby open- 
ed the air vent. There was a slight 
hissing, a sort of coughing noise, hut no 
flame, no report, no warning to the Span- 
iards, who were hiding in the darkness. 
A few second later a dull roar broke the 
silence of the tropic night. Two hundred 
pounds of gun cotton had exploded on 
the hillside below the battery. The ships 
f the blockading line several miles away 
hook with the explosion. The tiring of

OPERATIONS_ON 'CHANGE 

Capitalists Take Up Loiter Wheat and 
The Factor of Uneasiness Dis- 
appears. 

New York, June 15.— Speculative ob- 
servers who argued that the two days' 
reaction in the stock market lias been 
due to apprehension of the effects of 
liquidation forced by collapse of the what 
deal were disappointed to-day. The 
presure of the market from that source 
was practically removed by the an- 
nouncement that the enormous holdings 
of cash wheat owned by the defeated 
wheat speculator had been taken over 
by powerful financial interests who 
would he able to save it from being sac- 
rificed at forced sale. The course of 
the wheat market very plainly indicated 
the termination of the crisis. The course 
of prices was consequently downward iu 
a rather dull market. Extreme decline 
of a point or over were registered in 
most of the active stocks. Sugar was a 
centre of interest and dropped persist- 
ently until the last, closing only % above 
the lowest at a net decline of over -1 
points. The expectation of a favorable 
vote on Hawaiian annexation was the 
motivo assigned. The approach of the 
critical period for the crops served to 
emphasize the waiting disposition of the 
speculation. Fears of lighter money as 
a result of the bonded issue were also 
advanced by the bears. It is evident 
that hanks and capitalists are preparing 
to take all of these bonds they can get. 
The bonds they secure will he used for 
circulation aud thus supply the luoney 
milrket. 

The Evening Post's London financial 
cable says: "The stock markets here 
were idle and featureless to-duy, but 
steady on cheap money, which favorably 
affected consols. Americans wore dull 
but irregular. No activity is looked for 
in this market at present. Ofllcial de- 
tails of the Brazilian funding scheme or 
published here to-night; they arc ns pre- 
viously cabled. There is some inquiry 
for gold for shipment to New York, hut 
no actual dealings. The price lias risen 
to 77s. lOd. It is believed that n good 
many applications may go from here for 
the United States war loan. Few Am- 
erican loans were offered to-day. The 
Daily Telegraph says that American bills 
were recently hurried forward to escape 
the new tax upon them. Despatches 
from New York mention nothing of this. 
Spain is again buying silver. The Taris 
and Berlin markets were quiet."

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GOLD IN THE PHILIPPINES; 

. 

A British Mining Man Furnishes Some 
Surprising Information— A Region 
Awaiting Development. 



swell. In many parts vehicles of any 
kind an; unknown; In others, their only 
representative is the creaking country 
car, drawn by a pair of stolid huffaloes. 

"The engineers of the Philippines Min- 
eral Syndicate were driven to many odd

s'ition. In his letter to Ambassador Hay, 
Mr, Frank Karuth, president of the Phil- 
ippine Mineral .Syndicate, Limited, 
writes: 

"I know of no other part of the world, 
the Alaska Tread-well mines excepted, 
•where pay ore is found within a few 
hundred yards of the anchorage of sea- 
going vessels. So far the fringe only of 
the auriferous formation has been touch- 
ed. Then? is no brook that finds its way 
into the Pacific ocean, whose sand and 
gravel do not at least pan the color of 
gold. Heavy nuggets are sometimes 
brought down from the sierras, where. 
I believe, there are promising fields for 
hydraulic mining. Alluvial gold is also 
got out of the Island of Mindanao, es- 
pecially in the districts of Surigao and 
Minimis, on its northern coast. Exten- 
sive deposits of copper occur in Luzon, 
which will probably prove remunerative 
t\hcn means of transport have been de- 
vk-ed. Galena, both auriferous and ar- 
gentiferous, is found in veins in Luzon 
and Cobu, sometimes accompanied by 
zinc blends." 

Mr. Karuth says Dr. Yon Mollendorff, 
formerly German consul at Manila, has 
informed him that he has a Chinese book 
in his possession, dating from about the 
third century A.D., in which a trailing 
voyage from Amboy to Manila is de- 
scribed, Gold is mentioned as the chief 
product of Luzon, and names occur which 
are still recognizable in the present nom- 
enclature of Luzon. 

"1'hero is no doubt," Mr. Karuth con- 
tinues, "that mining for the precious 
metal was practiced on the island long 
before the advent -of the Spaniards. 

"In fact," he continues, "it may be 
that the alluvial deposits, accessible to 
the Chinese and Malay traders, who bad 
intercourse with the islands long before 
they wore known to Europeans, have 
been to a great extent worked over and 
over again. The tools which the natives 
use— a washing board and a wooden 
howl— :ire of great antiquity, and form 
a prominent, feature in the household 
utensils of all native villages in the auri- 
ferous regions. Boulders and fragments 
of quartz with visible gold occur in many 
alluvial deposits in the islands, anil it is 
not likely Unit the natives would have 
thrown them aside without endeavoring 
to extract the gold. This they probably 
did, as they do it even now, by pulveriz- 
ing the quartz by hand and washing it 
like they wash the auriferous gravel 
and sand. The only improvement on this 
rude process was the introduction by the 
Spaniards in some districts of the Mexi- 
can 'arrastra,' a block of rock moved 
by buffalo power like a millstone on a 
nether block. The charge of an arrastra 
is about 250 pounds. Float gold and 
auriferous pyrites an? lost: in the pro- 
cess. It is doubtful "whether to this day 
the natives are aware of the auriferous 
character of the pyrites, which almost 
always accompany he auriferous quartz, 
sometimes in. not inconsiderable propor- 
tions. 

"Thus the production of gold by wash- 
ing alluvial deposits anil pounded quartz 
is an old-time industry in the Philippines, 
followed to these days by nearly all in 
the auriferous districts m a desultory 
way when the sowing is done or the 
rice harvest gathered; when the over- 
due capitation tax, or an approaching 
holiday, with its cockfights, makes the 
possession of a few dollars in cash more 
than usually desirable. Mr. James Hil- 
ton, M.E., who visited Luzon, and Mr. 
George Simpson, a veteran Ballarat gold- 
mining captain, gave in their reports in- 
creasing details regarding native mining 
methods, some of which are worth men- 
tioning. Mr. Hilton says: "The occur- 
rence of valuable mineral deposits in the 
Philippine Islands is well known, and it 
might be supposed that the colonists 
would endeavor to profit, by the wealth 
which nature has placed at their disposal, 
the more so as the mining laws of the 
land are liberal, the taxes are reverse of 
onerous, and the conditions generally 
favorable. Nevertheless, as a matter of 
fact, mining, as the skillfully and intelli- 
gently conducted industry that, we know 
elsewhere, does not exist in the Philip- 
pine Islands. I was taken to see a vein 
of gold quartz, but found the shaft full 
of water, and ascertained the only means 
of draining it was by a posse of seven- 
teen natives, who, forming a chain, hand- 
ed palm-lenf buckets from water level to I 
surface. The only means of crushing 
the gold quartz was a ponderous stone\ 
moved by buffaloes. Amalgamation is 
not known. The stuff is washed in 
wooden bowls, and it takes at least. 400 
of them to deal with a ton." Describ- 
ing the working the mine at Mambauhio, 
in' the Island .of Luzon, Mr. Simpson ob- 
serves: 'The Indian miners' mode of 
operations was based on sound engin- 
eering principles, in so far as draining 
is concerned, as shown by their putting 
in the, to them, very costly adit from 
the creek at the foot of the hills on which 
the mines are situated. They bailed the 
water out with small buckets, holding 
from 2 to 2'/. gallons each, and by lit- 
erally tilling the various shafts with men, 
who passed the buckets from one to an- 
other, they managed without either pow- 
or or dynamite, or any other explosive, 
to realize some thousands of ounces of 
gold. This is the barbarious method ad- 
opted.' 

"By preference," continues Mr. Ka- 
ruth, "the native miners work where 
hailing is not necessary, but such oppor- 
tunities are not frequent. 'When they 
occur, the natives make the most of 
them. Mr. Carnegie Williams, the gen- 
eral manager of the Philippines Mineral 
Syndicate, reports that in one case the 
natives have removed an entire hillock 
down to sea level. They must have 
dealt with immense quantities of paying 
quartz, for they remove nothing that 
does not pay them. This hillock, to judge 
by the general conformation of the moun- 
tain ridge of which it formed port, must 
have been at least 400 feet high and cor- 
respondingly broad. Spania.-ds and 
Spanish companies, in most eases with 
absurdity inadnquate capitals, have also 
worked in the district, but. in all cases 
without pumps or any other machinery 
than the time-honored 'arrastra.' They 
never dealt with pyritic ores, but treat- 
ed the quartz only for its free gold. In 
one instance at least, that of Mambulao, 
the ir workings assumed important dimen- 
sions. Mambulao means in Bleol lan- 
guage the 'Place of Gold,' and certainly 
the precious metal is strongly in evidence 
in the district. Here a vast adit, opening 
near the sea in solid masonry, has stood 
the neglect of decades, and may probably 
'be made useful again by the present 
proprietors of the mines. Record has it 
that when they nourished the weekly 
sales of sold amounted to over 1,000 
ounces, all produced in the primitive' way 
by washing (he pounded quartz. 

"The most serious impediment to min- 
ing in tlie Philippines," Mr. K.irnth ex- 
plains, "is the utter absence of practic- 
able roads. The natives, with their prim- 
itive ways of working, do not feel the 
want of roads. They trudge contentedly 
single file, laden with their simple imple- 
ments through the trackless primeval 
forests, cutting their way patiently 
through endless tangles of lianas and 
swaying labyrinths of luxuriant grecn- 
'ory, which would mia ken botanist's heart 



had to be made, and, though it is barely 
three and a half miles long, half a dozen 
bridges had to he built, roughly, yet 
strongly enough to bear the weight of 
many ton's. And when the road was 
ready native carriers asked absurd sums 
for the conveyance of a couple of boilers 
weighing four and a half and three and 
a half tons respectively. In the end a 
simple sledge, devised by British ingen- 
uity, did th(! job for a sinull fraction of 
the sum asked by the natives. 

"Tims far the fringe only of its par- 
ticular district lias been investigated by 
the Philippines Mineral Syndicate. Also, 
another district, hundreds of miles away 
from the syndicate's chief establishment, 
has been examined, with the result, of 
finding an extensive alluvial gold field 
at the foot of the mountains. There al- 
so the natives have worked in their usual 
foshion, riddling in places the ground like 
a sieve with their pits, it is well known 
that the natives in the mountains, which 
to a great extent are unexplored, all 
traffic in gold, and from the general evi- 
dence it seems probable that the aurifer- 
ous formation, from which the alluvial 
deposits were stocked by the process of 
| erosion, continues throughout the hack- 1 
i bone of the island. Buf for practical j 
purposes British mining enterprise must 
keep near the coast for years to come, 
until, in the progress of events, more 
distant mines can be reached with con- 
venience. 

"Tlie question Is often asked," lie snvs, 
" 'How It Is Unit so little Is kiiuwii of I'iill- 
Ipplnc gold?' Tlie answer Is simple. There 
is no official control of the output or tax 
on It. The miners live In Isolated districts 
niiil villages; with rare communication be- 
tween them. And tlie universal man of 
business Is the omnipresent Chluuuuiu, 
now storekeeper with a Axed abode, now 
perambulating peddler, who penetrates the 
most distant settlements, buys tlie gold 
with Ids wares, and sends It out of the 
country, over to Hongkong or Amoy, or 
elsewhere. It Is not Ills business to sivaj:- 
ger over the volume of bis trade: In fact, 
In; keeps It dark. Those who know are 
aware. that, the gold export Is considerable 
and very much exceeds tlie official computa- 
tion, whatever that may be. 'I'araealc' cold 
Is well known In Manila, but few Mnnllese 
■know where Puraeule Is, and still less have 
ever visited tlie place. Yet It Is a prosper- 
ous village, with a good deal of trade and 
n large native mining population. The 
Paructlle gold dust is melted Into tiny In- 
gots, a small bivalve serving as mold, so 
Unit tlie gold shows tlie shape of the shell. 
These tiny Ingots are tested by the Chinese 
purchaser, the truces of whose probing au- 
ger are always in evidence on the Ingots. 

"Gold Is found ia man) other Islands of 
the group. Nenor Abella found traces of 
alluvial workings in Cuba. Mlndoro, which 
is but little known, Is said to be rich In 
gold. I'unnon, a small Island north of Min- 
danao, bus nt least one well-defined vein of 
auriferous quartz, while Mindanao itself Is 
the centre of a consldi uioie trade In allu- 
vial gold. Prom specimens brought from 
Unit Island, the occurrence of rich quartz 
veins can not be a matter of more conjec- 
ture. Mindanao, though the first illscuwi* 
eel Island of the group, is the lenst known 
and least settled of all. M.uiv points, es- 
pecially on the south coast, are still held by 
Malay sultans and rajahs, who. while ac- 
knowledging the suzerainty of Spain, have 
not the power nor the Inclination to keep 
their lieges from their traditional piracies. 
It Is from some of these Malay strongholds 
that the prnhus of the Ornng taut (man of 
the sra) sally forth on plundering cruises. 
This Iniquitous trade has been stopped on 
the coasts of Buipatr.l nnd Borneo, -mil It 
will soon be stopped hi Mindanao, where 1 
the Spanish government Is now taking drns- 
tic repressive measures." 

In conclusion. Mr. Karuth says: "Mining 
by modern methods will. In the course of 
time, make curios of native mining Imple- 
ments, at least werever the engineer can 
take his machinery without breaking the 
back of the capitalist. In respect of mines 
bv the seashore, the Philippines are un- 
rivaled. Even now a narrow peninsula Jut- 
ting out into the broad Pacific, n headland 
of white, glittering qunrts, Is being pre- 
pared for the reception of a crushing plant 
with its appurtenances, and the machinery 
Will be lauded almost alongside the mill 
site. The peninsula Is a vast ore deposit, 
and, if experienced men arc not utterly mis- 
taken. It will soon take a front place anion?

Mil. TURNER AND THE FARMERS. 

We print in another column the reply 
of. the Hon. Mr. Turner to the roqnini- 
tjbn from Ohilliwiick asking him to be a 
candidate in that riding. It is addressed 
to an agricultural constituency, but is 
well worth perusal by everyone. The 
interest which the prime minister has 
taken in agriculture is very great, and 
those wh-> are in close touch with him 
realize how important is the place whicrt 
he assigns in this province to this great 
industry. In bis letter he speaks of bis 
"abiding faith in our agricultural re- 
sources and in the ultimate greatness of 
their development as a permanent source 
of wealth." This opinion is fully war- 
ranted by the facts. Mr. Turner's views 
as to bow agriculture in British Colum- 
bia can be best, promoted are sound. He 
recognizes that: there are parts of the 
province, such as the lower Fraser 
where extensive and expensive dyking op 
orations must be carried on, and he has 
given much attention and efforts to meet 
the wants of the district in that parti- 
cular. He realizes that there are other 
parts of the province where irrigation 
is a necessity, and he lias arranged for 
the appointment of a commission to ex- 
amine into this important, though very 
difficult, subject. He appreciates as a 
business man the difficulties under which 
fanners labor in regard to the marketing 
of their produce and other matters of a 
business character, and he lias given the 
province the laws under which farmers' 
institutes are established and eo-opera- 
tive principles can be applied to British 
Columbia agriculture. He realizes, as 
he says in his card, that agriculture lias 
risen to the dignity of a profession; and 
through the system of travelling libraries 
and by the encouragement of agricultural 
and horticultural societies, fruit growers, 
dairymen's and flockmnsters' associa- 
tions lias contributed towards the more 
intelligent prosecution of this important 
industry. He knows the difficulties un- 
der which fanners labor in regard to 
financial aid, and by the cheap money 
bill, as it is called, he has placed within 
their reach banking facilities of an ex- 
ceptionally favorable character. It can 
he fairly claimed of Mr. Turner that his 
record as a friend of the farming in- 
dustry is an exceptional one and will gain 
by comparison with that of any other 
provincial premier in Canada. Under 
these circumstances, it is eminently fit- 
ting that he should receive a most flatter- 
ing nomination from so excellent an agri- 
cultural district as Chilliwhack. 

Till-: CAMPAIGN IN THE CITY. 

The campaign in the city ;>rrgaMses 
Quietly but some efficient u- v. k has al 
icudy been done. At the meeting held 
■on Tuesday night, it was very evident, 
from what the three candid ires present 
:said, that Mr. Hall has -,o far been tbo 
most active in advancing the interests of 
the ticket upon which Ids nam.' appears. 
Mr. Turner's public eng.n; •meins have 
kept him closely confined to his nl'leo, 
and Messrs. McPhillips and Hciincken 
have found their professi )U il interests vn 
I. reusing that they have not yet been able 
to move around among '.lie people. Mr. 
Hall, on the contrary, bis been active, 
and his familiarity with t!ie working of 
public opinion in Victoria makes liiin an 
excellent judge of the Drosp^'ts of him- 
self and his friends. When, therefore, 
be expresses great confidence in the re- 
sult of the election, we may feel sure 
that he has good grounds for his belief 
Mr. McPbillips and Mr. Helincken, from 
Hie more limited opportunities which they 
have bud for coining in contact with 
people since they were nominated, both 
fully corroborated their colleague's hope- 
ful anticipations. Tile gentlemen who 
are engaged more or less actively in cam- 
paign work all bring in the most favor- 
able reports. There is only one obser- 
vation which seems to be necessary to 
make to the friends of the government 
in the city, and that was the point 
brought out by Mr. Hall, viz., that there 
ehoutd he no plumping, but that every 
man who votes for one nominee on the 
government ticket should vote for them 
all. Those who were present ut the 
nominating convention will remember 
that the premier made the same request 
It is only fair to the gentlemen who have 
allowed their names to be placed in nom- 
ination that they should receive the un- 
divided support of, the party. We are 
quite satisfied they will do so, but speak 
of the matter now only because it is de- 
sirable that it should not lie lost sight; of. 



THE NEW ELECTORATE. 

At the election on July Oth a great 
many hundred persons wilt vote, who 
have never before cast, a ballot in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Some of them have with- 
in the lust four years reached their ma- 
jority, and their vote upon that oeea- 
usion will be the first time in which they 
have ever esercided their franchise. Pos- 
sibly the majority of the new voters are 
those who have come into the province 



since last election and, therefore, have 
not hud an opportunity of taking a part 
in the management of its affairs. Upon 
these classes of voters rests a very great 
responsibility, for they are sufficiently 
numerous to determine the result of the 
contest. The young men who have 
grown up in the province and are now 
invested with the full rights of citizen- 
ship, and the new comers who have cast 
in their lot with us, are alike interested 
in seeing that the control of British 
Columbia's great interests shall be in 
the hands of the best men. As a sup- 
porter of the Hon. Mr. Turner, the Col- 
onist appeals to these classes of. the com- 
munity with every feeling of confidence. 

Two years ago, the attack that was 
being made upon the government was of 
the most bitter kind possible. It was dm; 
in part to the fact that a number of 
newspapers were established on the main- 
land by gentlemen from the United 
.States, who were unfamiliar with Cana- 
dian or provincial politics, and like all 
new comers were quite ready to believe 
that they had a hem en-inspired mission 
to right an innumerable number of 
wrongs. The language which these pa- 
llet's indulged in, when speaking of the 
Hon. Mr. Turner and his colleagues, was 
of a kind with which, happily, the people 
of Canada are not familiar. Coming 
fresh from a country where the habit is 
to allege that one's political opponents 
are all that is base and dishonorable, 
they knew no other manner of dealing 
with the new questions that came under 
their notice. Having no specific knowl- 
edge of anything pert-lining to the pro- 
vincial government they began a series 
of vague and indefinite allegations of dis- 
honesty and Inefficiency against it. New 
coiners from eastern Canada, on reach- 
ing the newer parts of the province and 
finding thrust upon their attention per 
iodicals the burden of which was thodis 
honesty of the provincial government 
not unnaturally were influenced to be- 
lieve that where there was much smoke 
there must be some tire. Old residents 
of the province can have no idea of the 
pains at which a certain clement in Brit- 
ish Columbia was at to impress all new 
comers, even those who were only tem- 
porarily in the province, with the. fact 
that the government was administered ii 
the most corrupt and disreputable man 
uer possible. Language would fail to 
convey any exaggerated idea of the im 
pression which the element referred to 
sought, to create. The papers above re- 
ferred to. circulating in the East, were 
road with that interest which periodicals 
printed in a new country always excite, 
and their slanders were liberally copied. 
The regular opposition, which unhappily, 
so far as its newspapers went, had fal- 
len into the hands of inexperienced and 
utterly irresponsible men, hailed this 
campaign of slander with feelings of 
gratification and lent their assistance to 
giving it force. The Colonist, realizing 
that it was time to put an end to this, 
and knowing bow hollow and baseless 
were the attacks made upon the govern- 
ment, determined upwards of a years ago 
t'l force a disclosure of their weakness. 
It therefore printed a definite challenge 
fo (he opposition press to specify the 
facts upon which its campaign of slander 
was based. It offered to reprint in its 
columns every specific charge made and 
to answer it, so that the public might 
judge between (lie government and its 
a.cusers. This challenge was reiterated, 
but up to to-day it stands without having 
been taken up. It is not too much to 
say that the complete failure of the op- 
position in the press, and its still more 
conspicuous failure in the legislature, to 
make good, or even attempt to make 
good, one single allegation of the many 
hundred indefinite ones in which they 
so recklessly indulged, has completely eli- 
minated from the present campaign all 
the features which served to make the 
new element of the population hostile to 
the government a year or more ago. It 
is this complete and utter collapse of the 
opposition case which explains the turn- 
ing towards the government ..f hundreds 
of men, who u year or more ago were 
inclined to regard it with suspicion. 

The contest therefore narrows itself 
down to one between a government with 
a leader of recognized honor and ability, 
with a well-defined and progressive pol- 
icy, and a political combination which 
has neither head nor platform. To-day, 
no man can say who among those who 
are offering for the opposition would lie 
the leader of a new government should 
-Mr. Turner's administration unfortunate- 
ly be defeated. No man can say what 
would be the policy of the man who 
would thereupon come into power. A 
change of government: at this juncture 
would la; most assuredly to change a 
certainty for an uncertainty. The peo- 
ple of British Columbia know that with 
the Hon. Mr. Turner at. the head of af- 
fairs, tin; business of the province will 
be carried on honestly, efficiently and so 
as to do justice to nil sections of the pro- 
vince. They would not. know what to 
expect if Mr. Turner were unfortunately 
defeated. The choice is between some- 
thing upon which they can pass an in- 
telligent judgment, and a completely un- 
known quantity. We refuse to believe 
that the young voters or British Colum- 
bia will, when they first exercise their 
franchise, vote to cut the province loose 
from that course which has been pur- 
sued in the part, and which' has made if 
conspicuous abroad and prosperous at 
home, in order that a lot nf political ad- 
venturers may sport with its destinies for 
(Ik; gratification of their personal ambi- 
tions. The new comers in British Col- 
umbia, wdio weVe led to make their homes 
in this province because it. is conspicuous 
among the provinces of Canada by reason 
of its progress and general advancement, 
will surely not give their influence and 
support to the men who have opposed 
all progress, mid wdiose names are asso- 
ciated with nothing calculated to make 
(he province a desirable place to live in. 



THE LIBEL PROSECUTIONS. 

The Times lately professed to he jubi- 
lant over the fact that Messrs. Turner 
and Pooley presented to the grand jury 
an indictment against Mr. Nichol only, 
of the defendants, Messrs. Coltart, Bos- 
tock, Nichol and Templeman, who wore 
committed for trial by Magistrate Mac- 
rae for the publication of the libellous 
article which appeared In the Province 
on December 11 last, charging Messrs. 
Turner and Pooley with an improper and 
dishonorable use of their official posi- 
tions in favor of a certain public conir 
pany with which they were, and are, 
associated as directors. 

There was but one newspaper article in 
question, and it is apparent that the truth 
of the charges against Messrs. Turner 
and Pooley can be as completely tested 
in one prosecution as in several. 

As far as Mr. Templeman is concerned, 
his newspaper, the Times, re-published 
the article as one copied from the pages 
of the Province. Although, in strict 
law, he is as liable for the consequence 
ns the originators of the libel, his real 
offence was of a different nature, and 
consisted in accepting an article appear- 
ing in the Province as entitled, with ref- 
erence to the statements of fact which it 
contained, to the prima facie- validity 
generally accorded in the newspaper 
world to statements appearing in a pre- 
sumably respectable newspaper. The 
real nature and extent: of Mr. Tcmple- 
man's error and criminality is then 
fore apparent, and, since the prosecution 
of Mr. Templeman is not necessary to 
the vindication of Messrs. Turner and 
Pooley. his committal for trial by the 
magistrate may be considered a sufficient 
demonstration of his responsibility. Mr. 
Templeman has been let out. He should 
be prepared to accept from the prosecut- 
ors the present situation as gratefully, 
or as gracefully, as political exigencies 
will permit, although, us the represen- 
tative of the organ ui rue opposition, 
too much cannot perhaps be expected of 
him in this way, whatever his personal 
feelings may lie. 

As to Mr. Coltart, the evidence at the 
police court showed that he was em- 
ployed at $30 a month ns secretary of 
'the "Province, Limited Liability," and 
was a director of the Province Printing 
and Publishing company, which carried 
on the respective operations of writing 
and publishing and printing The Prov- 
ince in the same building on Courtney 
street. His holdings of stock therein 
were represented by what was owed to 
him as salary. Ho had nothing to do 
with the editorial department, and was, 
taken altogether, apart from his work 
in the business department, of the paper, 
a mere figure head. His committal for 
trial, as being associated with the pub- 
lication of the article in the Province 
complained of. appeared to Messrs. 
Turner and Pooley sufficient fo meet all 
reasonable purposes. 

With regard to Mr. Hewitt Bostock, 
M.P., (he case is different. The whole 
machinery of the Province newspaper 
was substantially instituted, engineered 
and paid for by him. It was the organ 
of himself, and of the band of claquers, 
with whom he. at. his own proper costs 
and charges, surrounded himself from 
the inception of his political career. As 
appeared by the evidence at the police 
court, he was the substantial proprietor 
of the whole concern. If was extracted 
from Mr. Coltart with some difficulty 
that at. least three-fourths of the capital 
stock stood in Mr. Bostock's name, the 
magistrate ruling, upon the witness be- 
ing further pressed, that he need not. go 
more narrowly into the exact amount. 
His vote and opinion therefore counted 
for everything in the policy and man- 
agement of the paper. But Mr. Bostock, 
having turned himself and his co-adju- 
tors into two limited companies, contend- 
ed that in point of law ho could not be 
considered as the "proprietor" of the 
enterprise. His position sufficiently ap- 
pears from the following, taken from his 
own statement to the magistrate: "The 
only ground on which the prosecution 
seeks to make me criminally liable is 
that I am the proprietor of a company 
called the Province, Limited Liability, 
which published the nlleged libel. I nra 
a shareholder jnd a director, but I nm 
not the proprietor. Section 5 of the 
Companies act of 1890 plainly declares 
that a company such ns this is a "body 
politic; and corporate, in fact: and in 
name," and there can be no "proprietor" 
of -what the statute has declared to have 
a distinct, and separate existence. The 
evidence for the prosecution shows clear- 
ly that, I did not know of. or see, tint 
libel before the publication, and gave no 
instructions regarding its appearance. 
As n matter of fact at the time of the 
publications of the allegel libel I was 
over two thousand miles away, in Oil 
tario, and only saw the copy of the pa 
per containing it on the 23rd of Decern 
her, after my return to my ranch nt 
Ducks." 

Mr. Bostock, or these companies, hud 
employed Mr. Nichol as editor of the 
paper and had given him practically a 
free hand, and that the directors knew 
the kind of articles Mr. Nichol was writ- 
ing, is indicated by the following evi- 
dence: 

Q.— Mr. Cassidy: You had written pre- 
vious articles in the Province along the 
same line? 

Answer— Criticism of the government? 

Question— I mean to say about t.his 
matter of the so-called improper connec- 
tion of Messrs, Turner and Pooley with 
the public companies? 

Answer — I think I had. Yes. 

Question — For instance, I show you 
one on page 881. of the issue of Decem- 
ber -1, 1807, under the heading "Men 

and Things," commencing with the 

words "The Hon. J. H, Turner ami the 
equally Hon. C. E. Pooley" and ending 
with (he words "there is no longer any 
hope of making a dollar." Did you write 
that? 

A. — Yes; T wrote that. 

Q.— And I also produce to you an issue 
of flie Province newspaper of November 
7, 1807, and on page 853 show you under 
the heading "Men and Things" an article 
beginning "The Chorus nf condemna- 
tion continues: on every hand, from 
every quarter of the civilized globe al- 



most the legislative decoy ducks of Brin- 
ish Columbia are being denounced" 
down to " find themselves culled upon 
to blush for your memory and your 
name and pray tlmt the pitying mantle of 
silence and forgetrulness be thrown over 
both." Did you write that, too? 

A. — I wrote that, too, 

Q.— Now to what extent did the direc- 
tors of the Province interfere with you 
In writing those articles? 

A.— Not ut all. 

Q. — It is not too much to sny, I sup- 
pose, that the directors, in common witJi 
some other people, knew what yon were 
doing? 

A. — I am sure I don't know. 

Q. — You don't know? 

A. — They never said anything about it, 
and I never asked them. 

Q,— Well, Is it right to say that they 
gave you practically a free hand? 

A— I suppose it is right to say that; 
yes. 

Court — Your answer, "it is right, to say 
that; yes." T bad-no definite instruc- 
tions ut nil of any kind. 

Now as a mutter of law, owing to the 
astute manner In which the; operations 
of the Province were conducted, the 
legal advisers of Messrs. Turner and 
Pooley were compelled to give an opin- 
ion that the Province, Limited Liability, 
which avowedly published the newspa- 
per, could not he compelled to pay any 
judgment which might be; recovered 
against it. in a civil action, The shares 
Of the shareholders in the company being 
fully paid up, .md the company not be- 
ing possesed of any visible; assets, and 
Mr. Bostock, having sunk his legal 
identity in that of the company, could 
not be made liable in his Individual ca- 
pacity as being himself the publisher. 
As to the criminal charge, Mr. .Bostock's 
content ion, as has been seen, wiib that 
be wns not the "legal proprietor" and 
furthermore, be denied all personal 
knowledge of the libel. The law applic- 
able to the matter is contained in section 
'2'M of the Criminal Code, which is as 
follows: 

—07. Selling periodicals containing a 
defamatory libel, Every proprietor of 
every newspaper is presumed to lie crim- 
inally responsible for defamatory mat- 
ter inserted and published therein, but 
such presumption may he rebutted by 
proof that the particular defamatory mat- 
ter was inserted in such newspaper with- 
out such proprietor's cognizance and 
without negligence on his part. (2.) Gen- 
eral authority given to the person act- 
ually inserting such defamatory matter, 
to manage or conduct, as editor or other- 
wise, such newspaper, and to insert 
therein what: be In his discretion thinks 
lit shall not be negligence within this 
section, unless it were; proved that the 
proprietor, when originally giving such 
general authority meant that. it. should 
extend to inserting and publishing de- 
famatory matter, or continued such gen- 
eral authority knowing that it had been 
exercised by inserting defamatory mat- 
ter in any number or part of such news- 
paper. 

As to the original appointment of 
Mr. Nichol as editor, and what Ins in- 
structions then were', Mr. Bostock and 
the companies were equally careful. The 
editor was not present on that occasion, 
and no written contract was made with 
him, and it could not be shown that Mr. 
Bostock personally gave the general in- 
structions or was present when they were 
given as will lie seen by the; following: 

Question, to Mr. Nichol— By whom 
were you appointed? 

Answer— By the Province, Limited 
Liability. 

Question—By the directors? 

Answer— By the directors. 

Question— Where you present at the 
meeting by which you were appointed? 

Answer— I was not. 

Question— In what manner was your 
appointment conveyed to you? 

Answer— [ think it was Mr, Scuifo 
told mi'. 

Question— Was it in writing? 

Answer— Oh, no, only verbal. 

The position of affairs must ho clear 
to the public. Mr. Bostock has made it 
enormously difficult to convict him, or 
make him personally liable in any way, 
as was evidently intended from the conir 
mencemcnt. As far as the public are 
concerned, Mr. linstock, and his tie.vs- 
paper companies, will have every oppor- 
tunity which tlu> law allows them to 
prove; the truth of the assertions in the 
libellous article' complained of, in the 
course of the prosecution of Mr. Nichol. 
It seems almost a pity, however, that 
a person of Mi-, Bostock's wealth and 
position, imd apparent aspirations, who 
has posed, and poses, as a high minded 
politician, should he content to have 
tnken means to shelter himself from 
personal responsibility for the course of 
the Province newspaper, behind such 
pitiful expedients ns have been exposed 
in connection with these prosecutions. 

Messrs. Turner and Pooley made every 
effort to have the prosecution of Mr. 
Nichol tried at the sittings of the assizes 
which have just adjourned, so that the 
whole of the facts and the verdict of the 
jury, would be before the people during 
the election campaign just: opening, but 
the defence were afraid 1n face the 
music. The libel was a gross and cruel 
one, and the Province pretended to be in 
a position to justify it at the time it was 
published, viz., December llth, 1807. 
At that time it: contained these words: 
"They (Messrs. Turner and Pooley) havel 
become mere political strumpets and nra 
not entitled to recognition as honorable 
men. The Province makes this assertion 
with all seriousness and with a lull 
seinso of the gravity of the language it: 
employs." Brave words, followed by a 
stampede of all concerned after the man- 
ner of children of the" gutter, who throw 
mud on the doorsteps of private houses, 
valiantly ring the door bell, and then 
bolt n round the corner. As to the appli- 
cation for a commission fo examine Mr. 
Turner's son, Mr. Coffin and Mr. Oliamp- 
ne.i.s in London, England, in face of the 
fact that both flic Hon. Mr. Turner and 
the Hon. Mr. Pooley were available ns 
witnesses for Mr. Nichol, and that: those 
gentlemen could Intro been compelled by 
Mr. Nichol's counsel, and wore ready, 
upoa oath, to disclose every circum- 
stance connected with their association 
with the companies in question, of 
which, as may be imagined, the young 
men in London know substantially 
nothing. It was clonrly simply intended 
for delay. 

The plea of the defence for an ad- 
journment, though the court ns n matter 
of practice! was obliged to aceeelo to it, 
must, as far as the public are concern- 



ed, be taken as in line with the shuffl- 
ing tactics of the representatives of the 
into Province newspitner adoptee] by them 
ever since the commencement of the 
proceedings. 



We notice in most of the opposition 
papers references to gentlemen, who are 
supporting tbo government, to the effect 
that at on,' time they were in opposition, 
and this is supposed to demonstrate' some- 
thing particularly terrible. Our opposi- 
tion friends are careful not to push the 
matter very much further,, but the pub- 
lic are carrying the statement out to its 
logical conclusion. If a' number of prom- 
inent gentlemen in different parts of the 
province, who a year ago were opposed 
to the government, are in favor of it now, 
there must be some reason for it. We 
do not hear of any pe-i-sons who were fa- 
vorable to tin; government a year ago 
who are opposed to it now, except Mr. 
Joseph DInrtin, who has been in favor of 
anything and everything by turns since 
ho came to the province. However, the 
fact that among tic; Comparatvely few 
men prominently identified with the pres- 
ent campaign there are several, who, the 
opposition pape's and speakers allege, 
were in sympathy with them a year ago, 
but are against them in this election, 
indicates that there must be a strong 
popular movement toward the govern- 
ment. If the set of public opinion wore 
the other way, Me would hear from 
time to tiine of olel government support- 
ers giving in their adhesion to the' op 
position, wo would hear of former govern- 
ment supporters being nominated by the 
opposition, we; would see former advo- 
cates of the government now upon op- 
position platforms calling on the elec- 
tors to overthrow the government Noth- 
ing of this kind is in evidence, hence we 
nre compelled to conclude that 
the change in public sentiment 
Is all in the other direction. 
We hope that when the votes are; count- 
ed on July Oth, it wall be found that 
very many more persons than those who 
have been named in the opposition press 
have decided to withdraw from their sup- 
port from the lentferlegs and policy le3s 
combination which Messrs. Joseph Mar- 
tin and Francis L. Carter-Cotton are en- 
deavoring to hammer into shape.

Because Mr. Henderson, in a speeeh at 
New Westminster, suiel that he could not 
approve <>C everything the government 
had done, the Columbian claims that he 
is unable to defend the administration 
anil that his position as n supporter of 
it is inconsistent with his speech. There 
is an old saying that "most people's 
liitiel site is better than their foresight," 
and it is doubtless Tory true that we all 
know more after a thing has happened 
than we did before. Mr. Henderson, 
looking hack over 1 the record of the pre- 
sent government and judging by the re- 
sults of the wisdom of its policy, may' 
In* able to discover some things which he 
thinks were mistakes. It would be 
strange if lie did not. Probably when the 
Hon. Mr. Turner takes his whole public 
career in review nad considers the in- 
numerable measure and acts of adminis- 
tration to which he bus given his sanc- 
tion, lie doubtless thinks that if he had 
to do it all over again be might do some 
tilings differently. Tbo only men who 
never make mistakes are the opposition, 
and they are saved from the misfortune 
common to all humanity because they 
never elo anything. We suppose that in 
the arena of federal polities there is not 
an individual whose opinion is worth a 
moment's consideration who will say 
Hint lie thinks everything his party has 
done is absolutely e-orre'ct. The most 
that can be asked of thev government is 
Unit its general policy in in the interests 
of the public, that it is carried out in a 
businesslike, honorable manner, and tlir.t 
no serious evils have resulted from its 
mistakes of judgment. For that every 
government that ever was formed or ever 
will be formed will make some mistakes 
will bo admitted'by all. Mr. Henderson 
has simply said that what every honest 
man must say and what the members of 
the government themselves say. 



The want of confidence which the oppo 
sition feel in those members of their 
party, 'who have kept their so-called or- 
guiiziation alive in the legislature, is ex- 
emplified by the fact that an effort is be- 
ing made, with considerable indications 
of success, to ge.'t rid of Mr. Sword in 
Duwdney. According to the "Colum- 
bian, "Mr. Sword has strong claims on 
Dcwdney and would undoubtedly have a 
p'ae-e in the cabinet which it thinks is 
going to bo formed after the elections. 
Nevertheless, the opposition of Dcwdney 
contemplate the selection of a new can- 
didate. There is an explanation of this 
ci urse whk-li seems to be quite intelli- 
gible, viz., that the Martin-Cotton com- 
bination of Vancouver are determined 
to get rid if they e'nii of as many mem- 
bers of the old opposition party 
as possible. It Blatters very lit- 
tle whether they succeed in get- 
ting Mr. Sword turned down i:> 
the party convention. When the electors 
of Dewtlney have spoken they have sav- 
cd the opposition any further trouble in 
regard to that riding, for they will send 
Mr. McBride to the legislature. 



The kelson Miner snys that Mr. ,T. 
Fred Hume is likely to be the nominee 
of the opposition ill the Xelson riding. It 
mentions the nanie of .1. Itoderic Iieibert- 
son in connection with the nomination by 
friends of the government, but says that 
lie has been obliged to decline it on ac- 
couilt of the pressure of business. It al- 
so mentions: the name of Mr. A. S. Far- 
well as n possible independent candidate. 

The Itosslaad Record says that there 
will be a great surprise for the opposi- 
tionists in that city when the votes come 
to be cast, and that they are already nm- 
lized nt the; hostility developing against 
their candidate, Mr. James Martin. The 
Itecorel snys that if the government party 
put, tip their best man Mr. Martin will 
not poll 250 votes in Eossland. The Re- 
cord is independent In politics.

A MOVE ON HAVANA. 

That Will Come Shortly and End the 
War— Dynamite Guns Tested. 

Havana, June 1-1.— This afternoon an 
American gunboat appeared off Havana 
harbor with a Hag of truce-. When she 
arrived within a short distance of the 
fort Lieut. Col. Ramos, on board the 
Spanish gunboat Floca, went to meet 
her. The correspondent understands 
that the Americans proposed to exchange 
prisoners, or some of those captured 
with the Spanish steamer Argonauta, for 
American prisoners taken captive at 
Santiago de Cuba at the sinking of the 
United States collier Merrimac. Gen- 
eral Blanco, it is understood, gave no 
definite answer to the American propo- 
sal, alleging that he bad received no in- 
structions from the Madrid government 
on the subject. 

Off Santiago de Cuba on Monday night 
the dynamite guns of the Vesuvius were 
tested with great success. Three shots 
were fired at the Spanish fortifications 
and it is believed great damage was 
done. 

On Tuesday morning the New Orleans 
shelled and partially destroyed new em- 
placements east of Morro Castle. The 
Spanish tired several shots at the Ve- 
suvius and one at the New Orleans, 
which was struck. 

Madrid, June 15. — The government has 
received the following despatch from 
Havana: There are 17 men-of-war be- 
fore Havana. The number before San- 
tiago has been reduced. It is supposed 
that some warships have gone to repair 
damage sustained. The rebel chief is 
organizing to place a battalion of volun- 
teers to assist the Spanish commander. 

London, June 15. — The correspondent 
of the Times at Kingston, Jamaica, ca- 
bles that according to advices brought 
from Havana by the British cruiser Tal- 
bot, which left Havana June 8 with a 
number of refugees and newspaper cor- 
pondents on board, bread supplies in 
Havana would probably give out by the 
middle of June, though meat, fruit and 
vegetables are plentiful. 

New York, June 15.— A Washington 
despatch to the World says that Great 
Britain, through her ambassador at 
'Washington, has informed Secretary of 
State Day that when the United States 
captures Cuba Spain will be forced to 
end the war, Great Britain looks on the 
situation' in the light that Cuba is what 
both nations are lighting for; and when 
Spain has lost the island there will lie 
nothing left for which to continue the 
tight. Sir Julian Pauncefote assured 
Secretary Day that the powers will not 
permit Spain to continue a hopeless war 
to the detriment of their commerce. 
Great Britain's assurance probably ao- 
counts for President McKinley's orders 
to prepare the army to move on Havana.

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There was a variety of subjects dis- 
cussed at yesterday morning's meeting of 
the council of the Board of Trade, in- 
cluding railways, steamboats,, salmon 
and Yukon trade. 

The first letter read was an acknowl- 
edgement from Sir Wilfrid launder of 
the resolution passed by the board urg- 
ing the importance of the Stikino-Tesliu 
Lake uaiiway. The letter, which was 
dated June Q, stated: "The government 
is fully aware of tlie great importance 
of the immediate construction of the 
Stikine-Teslin railway, and also realizes 
that the construction of that railway 
during the present season ■ would have- 
been of most mnterinl advantage to Can- 
ada, and deeply deplore the action of 
the Senate which prevented the road 
from being opened within the desired 
time. But as the action of the Senate 
has made this impossible the government 
came to the conclusion that the best 
thing to be done under the circumstances 
was to have a thorough exploration made 1 
during the present season." 

The letter was Hied after Mr. W. Ward 
had made tlie suggestion that the secre- 
tary write and find out whether the Do- 
minion are really doing anything in the 
way of exploration as indicated. 

In reference to the improvements of 
the eraser river a letter was received 
from Mr. Roy resident engineer of the 
Dominion government saying the mat- 
ter was receiving careful attention. 

Letters were read from the Geological 
section of tin? British association, which 
meets in Bristol iu September, asking 
Hat steps be taken to have papers read 
tnere on the geology of the Yukon, Koot- 
enay or other mining districts, and M>. 
.lames Dale, of Bristol, wrote offering to 
put up the British Columbia delegate 
Jm" B tIl(? Ille(,|il »K <>f the association 
Ilic result: of a little informal discus- 
sion was that the letter from the Brit- 
ish association be forwarded to the pro- 
vincial government. 

A valuable suggestion came from the 
Department of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa, to the effect, that the High 
Commissioner for Canada in London re- 
commended that manufacturers and ship- 
pers should forward to him illustrated 
catalogues, price li.srs and so on used in 
their business, as these were valuable 
for use in replying to enquiries relating 
to trade between Canada and other parts 
of the world. 

Mr. Frank Juynes. on behalf of the 
Western Union* wrote thanking the 
board for their efforts in assisting that 
telegraph line to open offices in Victoria, 
and enclosed a complimentary franking 
ticket to the secretary. 

Mr. J. S. Larke, Canadian Trade com- 
missioner in Australia, wrote saving that 
he believed that it would lie advantage- 
ous to have Yukon mining licenses on 
sale in Australia. 

The council,, however, did not take tliis 
view and Mr. Larke will be sit informed. 

Mr. "W. Ward drew attention to the 
great desirability of obliging every sal- 
mon packer ro put his name on his" cans. 
It: was decided to call the attention of 
the minister of inland revenue to tile 
fact. 

Another topic that came up was tile 
steamer service between Victoria and 
Vancouver, which Mr. Ward said was 
not satisfactory. There was always un- 
certainty as to the time the C:P:N. 
steamer left Vancouver, owing to the 
practice of stopping to load freight. This 
was not all the fault of the C.P.N.,, but 
of the C.P.It. also in not giving sufficient 
notice of what, freight was to be brought 
down. The C.P.N., however, ought to be 
impressed that they should have a steam- 
er to make the trip in live hours at least 
and they should see that in case of a 
crush of passengers better accommoda- 
tion was given even to putting on an ex- 
tia vessel when necessary. 

Mr. S. Leiser suggested that the trip 
between Victoria and Vancouver might 
be shortened by arranging to connect 
with the Victoria and Sidney railway at 
Sidney. 

Mr. I). R, ICer remarked that he un- 
derstood that, the C.P.N, had decided to 
get a boat, built to do the trip in 4 hours 
or Hi hours and to have her on the ser- 
vice before next season. lie believed in 
having a daily boat from Vancouver for 
mails, passengers and light packages and 
to have a daily boat on the Eraser for 
freight to be taken on at Westminister. 
Mr, Leiser suggested that the secretary 
write to tlie O.P.N. Co. and ask them to 
try and make arrangements with the 
Sidney railway to bring passengers by 
way of Sidney and also to ask the CP. 
X. to see if better arrangements could be 
made for the despatch of boats at a de- 
finite hour. 

A motion embodying these suggestions 
was carried. 

Mr. Ker before adjournment stated 
that he hud had complaints from Glen- 
orn that the post office arrangements 
were very unsatisfactory and that it was 
even impossible to buy stamps there, as 
the Ottawa people wen? backward in 
sending oat enough to supply tlie de- 
mand. In ninny eases men who could 
not get slumps there had to forward 
them to Wrangel and buy American 
stamps. 

It was decided to write to the depart- 
ment at Ottawa and the meeting then 
adjourned.

A MUSICAL EVENT. 

Ysaye, Gernrdy and Laclmumc Delight 
A Victorian Audience. 

The Victorin theatre was crowded last 
night by a fashionable audience to hear 
Mons. Eugene Ysaye, Mens. Jean (!or- 
ardy and Mons. Aimo Laclmumc. The 
occasion was the most conspicuous in- 
strumental musical event which the citi- 
ens of A r ictoria have perhaps ever boon 
able to enjoy. 

Ysaye is a very great artist, but it, 
cannot bo fairly said that ho is the 
greatest living master of the violin. As 
a pupil of Vleuxtemps, ho has boon rec- 
ognized as that grout master's succes- 
sor and as such is now the head of the 
Royal Conservatory of Brussels. Ho 
belongs to what may bo called the ro- 
mantic school of violinists, and as a 
player more thoroughly represents Wieni- 
awski's style than any other violinist 
now before the public. Ho is not con- 
sidered as groat: as either Joachim or 
Sarusatte; but ho cannot be compared 
to these, as they are totally of a different, 
school, Joachim being recognized as the 
most classical player in the world, while 
Sarasatte is of the decided light. French 
school. Ysaye has not; the technique 
of either of the artists just named, Sara- 
satte being considered to possess the 
tinost technique of any artist in the 
world, outside, perhaps, of Cesar Thomp- 
son and Willy Baumiester; but as a ro- 
mantic player ho ranks above all. 

The concert opened with a trio in V 
major by Schumann. In this number 
it was noticed that Ysaye was not en- 
tirely at his ease; but notwithstanding 
this it was a revelation of chamber 
music to the public of Victoria, the en- 
semble being particularly good, and it 
might be mentioned for the benefit of 
those studying chamber music hero, that 
each of those groat artists sank his in- 
dividuality for the general effect of the 
whole— each listening to the interpreta- 
tion of the other, and therefore, though 
playing with abandon, producing, a per- 
fect ensemble. 

In Jean Gernrdy, the 'cellist, the public 
of Victoria have hoard for the first time 
him who in the future will occupy the 
throne lately vacated by the death of 
Piatti, whom the world recognized ns 
the greatest master of this instrument. 
Though little more than a boy, Gernrdy 
is a greater artist: than Ysaye, although 
the latter has had of course far greater 
experience and by many would bo consid- 
ered to rank very much the higher. In 
his playing of the sonata by Boccheris, 
who also wrote that celebrated minuet 
which, when played by the Mendelssohn 
Quintette Club, has so often charmed a 
Victorian andjence, his technique was 
little short of 'marvellous. In fact from 
beginning to end lie hold his audience 
spoil-bound. In his bowing of the rapid 
passages every note stood out like n dia- 
mond, especially in the higher registers 
and harmonics. At the close of his mag- 
nificent performance, and in response to 
a most enthusiastic encore, he again 
delighted the audience with that eolo- 
b rated gavotte by David Popper, who 
has been recognized as the Sarasatte of 
the 'cello. 

Ysaye's choval do battnille of the even- 
ing was the violin concerto In D minor 
by Vieustomps, his master. Before piny 
ins: this he changed his instrument, .some- 
thing evidently having happened in the 
Schumann trio. In this concerto lie was 
perhaps at his best and his interpretation 
was a revelation, his purity of tone nod 
the clearness of his technique being par- 
ticuraly noticeable. It may no .-.aid that 
ho can render this concerto better than 
any other violinist, but he was not near- 
ly so happy in the Zigcuncrweisen find 
Gypsy dances. by Sarasatte. The light 
stylo does not suit him nearly so well as 
either the concerto or that cbannin 
inorceau. Abcndlied by Schumann, 
though in the opening movement of the 
Zigouuorweiscn, which should be played 
a la extempore, he was particularly hap- 
py, the light rondeau finale not suiting 
him so well, especially in the left hand 
pizzacalo passage. Responding to an ir- 
resistible encore he played that charming 
mazurka. Obertnsso by Wioni i wiski. The 
other numbers by Gerurdy were an aria 
by Bach and a Tarantelle by Popper. The 
aria, though magnificently played, i» per- 
haps better in its original form as a violin 
solo for the G string only. In the light 
music of the Taranteello, he was excep- 
tionally good, compelled to respond to an 
encore he enraptured his audience with 
Pttgolese's Nina. Mons Lacltcauiuc is in 
artist, and as such a far better accom- 
panist than soloist, juding from his work- 
last night, but it. is right to say that Ire 
was hampered by an unsuitable instrtn- 
ment. Accompanying differs from solo 
playing, being a branch by itself. Nor 
only docs the artist have to sink himself", 
but: he must. lose himself entirely in the 
individuality of the soloist, which Mons 
Laclmumc dots to perfection. In hi* 
solo he was decidedly hampered by the 
lack of a proper piano, lint notwithstand- 
ing this drawback, his inWrprettition of 
Chopin's celebrated Scherzo was one "o? 
tin; most, delightful performances that ti 
Victoria audience has Find the pleasure of 
hearing.

However, he revives, and in a longer or 
shorter time Is again in the best of spirits. 
Once more he is a credit to ills clothes, 
p'or ut bottom the only reason which in- 
duces u Frenchman to travel Is the Joy lie 
experiences in airing, in the course ot his 
peregrinations, what he considers an ap- 
propriate costume. Be It said In passing 
that it Is n precisely similar motive that 
bus Induced him to take to bicycling; he- 
would never have risked himself on a. 
machine if it had not been for the glory of 
knickerbockers and their appurtenances. 
Similarly he travels very hugely for the 
sake of what he calls his "couiplet"— that 
i.-, of his complete suit of tlie same ma- 
terial, for to travel except in. a "coinplet" 
would be as Inglorious la his eyes as to ■ 
admit that he could exchange half a dozen: 
sentences with a lady without her falling 
In love with lilui. Then thvre Is the- 
French hat of travel. The ideal article ia 
In soft felt, preferably gray or perhaps a 
"lovely brown, a style that may be wqrn 
with a very jaunty and adventurous cock." 

But there arc posihilltles as well in the 
straw, since the makers of French straw 
hats are Imaginative, und have multi- 
colored monstrosities in stock for the men 
who, having the courage to travel, have- 
naturally the courage to wear them. The 
Frenchman, loo, may be known by bin 
boots; not merely by their pattern, which 
Is peculiar as British notions go, but by the 
fact that they are always too small for 
lil ii i. It Is tight boots that explain why 
It is Unit Frenchmen do not walk, but 
bop round, like so many birds, tlie re- 
semblance being completed by their fowl- 
like manner of filliping and chattering. 
The hat and the "coinplet" go a long way 
toward making the French tourist, but he 
loves to complete his equipment by swing- 
ing a Img iibout his person by ineiuiH of a 
strap. ,11 he is a bachelor, the bag prob- 
ably contains nothing at all, unless it be a 
stale sandwich; but if he Is married. It 
secretes a powder-puff and his wife's hand- 
kerchief. 

The "grand chic" is to complete this ac- 
coutrement by an opera glass dangling mi 
the opposite side of the bag, while a superb 
finishing touch is furnished by a photo- 
graphic apparatus. The little mini would 
add a knapsack IT It were not for certain 
uncomfortable reminiscences of bis mili- 
tary service. 

Tlins arrayed, the Frenchman Hits from 
Westminster Abbey to the Empire, from 
the Tower of London to the cafes In and 
about Itegent street. In reality, what lie 
admires most Is the big city policeman. 
Often enough in sumer time yon may see 
him rooted to the pavement sizing up In a 
fascinated stare the colossal gentreinen in 
blue who stand outside the Mansion house. 
After he lias thoroughly taken in their 
proportions, he approaches one of the 
giants, bows, takes off his hat, and at- 
tcmps to ask tlie way, not so much for tln- 
sake of the information, as he is probably 
quite Incapable of understanding the hih 
swer, but for the personal satisfaction or 
having conversed, even momentarily, With, 
a lineal descendant of Gog or Magog. 

He 1ms other joys, and one of the great- 
est of them is the liiuulsoin cab. You do not 
know what it Is to look happy if you have 
not seen a Frenchman, fresh to the experi- 
ence, hull n hansom nnd get Into it, after 
spending a minute or two striking gymnas- 
tic attitudes on the slcp. The very small 
boy taking one of bis llrst rides in a train 
is not half so elated. On the other hand, 
the omnibuses perplex him. Accustomed: 
in his own capital ti> pay .tlie same fare 
whatever the distance, he suspects tlie con- 
ductor Is trying to lake advantage of him. 
He Is given In consequence to making' 
scenes and to losing his temper. He also 
lescs his way. 

Doubtless other strangers lose their way, 
hut the Frenchman is perpetually In tills' 
predicament, owing to his Invariable Ignor- 
ance of tlie language and to ills harum- 
scarum fashion of darting round without 
paying the least attention to where he 1st 
going.

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THEMORAN FLEETSAFE 



Two of the Steamers Reached .Tun 
can ami the Others Passed hy 
the Queen Off Wrangel. 



A Few Days* Record of Crime in 
tlic Northern Cities-Attempt- 
ed Shooting. 



Confiniaittg the report brought hy the 
City of Seattle on Monday eveaing came 
news from the North yesterday after- 
noon through the arrival of the exclu- 
sion steamer Queen Unit the Moran licet 
of stem wheelers, bound for the Yukon, 
is safe. The Seattle and St. Michael's, 
belonging to the (loot, had reached Jim 
eau on Saturday, while others were seen 
at different points along Wrangel nar- 
rows. The officers of the Queen had 
heard that a few of the steamers hud a 
little trouble in crossing Queen Char- 
lotte Sound, but the difficulty was not 
serious. The Queen left Skagway on 
Sunday, two (lays behind the City of 
Seattle, but, for all, does not bring any 
additional particulars concerning the 
lire at Canyon City. At Sitka the pas- 
sengers witnessed a shooting affray on 
the streets, the participants beius 
China woman and her husband, and a 
drunken fellow named Frank Sullivan. 
The last mentioned had been abusing the 
Celestial, when the' latter's wife appear- 
ed on the scene with a loaded revolver. 
Three shots were lired with deliberate 
aim and one took effect in a can Sullivan 
was holding. Sullivan did not loiter 
about the neighborhood after the shoot- 
ing. He secreted himself aboard the 
Queen, but being apprehended was put 
off at Juneau. Later on the voyage he 
was again found hiding aboard and this 
time he was put to handling a shovel in 
the coul bunkers. 

This is the Queen's initial excursion 
trip of the season, and if withdrawn to 
replace the City of Puebla on the San 
Francisco- Victoria run it will probably 
be her last for some time to come. There 
were 110 passengers aboard, 75 of whom 
were tourists. Calls were made at Taku, 
Muir, Glacier and Killisnoo, and a stop- 
page of several hours was made about 
four miles this side of Killisnoo to al- 
low those aboard to haul in some of its 
big halibut there to be found. Muir 
Glacier was found in all its renowned 
magnificence, the great held of ice ap- 
pearing to many as having shifted a con- 
siderable distance backward since seen 
last summer. 

Among the passengers on the Queen 
was a U.S. deputy marshal, who has in 
charge John Pitzpatrick, sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the murder of Sam 
Itoberts at Dyea. He is to serve his 
time at San Quentin. Mrs. Surah Row- 
ley, an Englishwoman, is in the Skag- 
way jail on the charge of attempting to 
murder Postmaster Steele, of Dyea. Mrs. 
Rowley and her husband have met with 
a series of misfortunes in their attempt 
to reach Dawson. They were on the 
steamer Carona when she was wrecked 
and lost their entire outfit, Upon their 
arrival in Dyea Mrs. Rowley wrote to a 
brother in San Francisco for money, and 
he went to Dyea, but in the meantime 
his sister and her husband had gone to 
Lake Bennett. The brother, however, 
left $100 with the postmaster for his 
sister and wrote to her about it. Re- 
turning to Dyea last week Mrs. Rowley 
received the letter and asking Postmas- 
ter Steele for the money, was told that 
the envelope containing it had been lost. 
Going into the street she borrowed a 
loaded revolver and returning to the 
post ollice, pointed it at Steele and de- 
manded the money. Before the matter 
proceeded further one of the clerks seiz- 
ed Mr. Rowley and disarmed her. The 
woman was committed for trial, while 
the strange disappearance of the money 
is causing some ugly comment. While 
being taken to Skagway in a launch Mrs. 
Rowley threw herself into Lynn canal. 
Her husband jumped in to rescue her, 
but she resisted his efforts and it was 
only after a desperate struggle that the 
crew got her back in the launch. 

On Saturday evening Samuel Dunden- 
dorf, sifter losing quite a sum of money, 
in a game of cards in the Pack Train 
s.iloon, got up from the table, staggered 
to the door and dropped dead. Heart 
disease is supposed to have been the 
cause. 

The body of Ex-mayor Cope of Van- 
couver has been buried at. the spot where 
it had been taken from Shallow lake be- 
yond the summit. An undertaker went 
"up there to bring the body down, but 
found decomposition so far advanced that 
he decided not to do so. 

The Brackett wagon road receivership 
has been dismissed, the proceedings 
against Mr. Brackett for contempt, in 
refusing to turn over the property has 
been dismissed, and Mr. Brackett is 
again in possession of his property and 
that of his road.

MR. TURNER'S ADDRESS. 

The Premier Deals With Public Issues 
iu Accepting Nomination in Chil- 
liwaek. 

The following is the reply made by 
the iJuu. J. H. Turner to the requisition, 
from Chilli wack requesting him to be a 
candidate there as well as in Victoria: 
VICTORIA, B.C., June 10, 180S. 
A. C. AVells, Esq., Chilliwack: 

Dear Sir, — I am duly in receipt of the 
requisition signed by yourself and over 
•J00 electors of the riding of Ohtlliwaefe, 
requesting that I should allow my name 
to he placed in nomination for your rid 
ding at the approaching general election, 
in which you and they Individually, and 
collectively, pledge yourselves to use all 
legitimate means to secure my return for 
that Important constituency, by a large 
majority. 

1 need not say (o you, and to my 
many friends in Chilliwack, how much 1 
am pleased nnd honored to receive this 
important token of your good will and <:s 
teem for me personally and politically. I 
feel all the more honored at this particu 
lar juncture of affairs in the province of 
British Columbia, coming as it does at 
the close of a parliament in which I had 
for the lirst time the honor to be lender, 
mid entrusted with the direction of the 
affairs as Premier. It lias been, I need 
not suy, especially owing to the import- 
ant character of the developments that 
are taking place, a responsible and oner 
ous undertaking, and to receive so Hat 
tering and cordial a testimony from a, 
riding, which, during the term of two 
parliaments, has been opposed to the 
government of which I was a member, 
is especially gratifying, and demon- 
strates to mo more completely than any- 
ting else could that the efforts which the 
government bus put forth in the interests 
of your district, us well as of the whole 
of the province, have not been without 
some measure of recognition. I will not 
say that it is wholly deserved, but your 
requisition would seem to indicate that 
in the estimation of the signers it was 
not wholly undeserved. Such a testi 
nioalnl, too, pre sMfce d by the representa- 
tive men of Cl^Bbruck. carries with it 
the strongest pcSsTLle refutation of the 
cbnrges that have been laid at the door 
of the government. I will not, however, 
refer bore to such matters, because your 
action bears the direct inference that 
the sentiments of opposition are not 
shared by the great majority of the peo- 
ple of the district, where, it might nat- 
urally be supposed they existed in a most 
marKeu degree. 

I have to thank you most sincerely and 
heartily for this expression of your es- 
teem and confidence, not only in regard 
to myself but to the government as a 
whole, and I should feel that \ was treat- 
ing the electors of Chilliwack with not 
less than discourtesy were I to decline to 
nccept. I do so with the greatest of 
pleasure, und feel that in acceding to 
their request I am highly honored. 

Holding an important portfolio, which 
represents interests of so great concern 
to this or any other country, I feel that 
us minister of agriculture there is tome- 
thing of the character of the eternal 
fitness of things in being elected to rep- 
resent the banner funning district of 
the province. In referring thus to Chil- 
liwack I trust I shall not arouse any 
sectional jealousies, because I have 
no desire to minimize the! mport- 
iince of other agricultural districts, many 
of which vie with, and in some respects 
equal, that of your own; but I do so 
from the fact that as one of the oldest, 
nnd one of ther ichest parts of the alluv- 
ial valley of the Eraser, the name "Chil- 
liwack'" bus, in some respects, come to 
symbolize what is best In our promise 
of agriculture in British Columbia. Chil- 
liwack is noted for its fruits, its cereals 
and its vegetable products, and in its 
special latitude may be regarded as a 
representative of what the province is 
capable of us a whole. I have long rec- 
ognized its great importance from this 
point of view, and as minister of agri- 
culture, I say again, it seems to be not 
inappropriate that I should become your 
nominee in the pending election. 

In another sense I am also pleased 
to he asked to become a candidate for an 
agricultural riding, and especially such 
an one as yours is. I have always, dur- 
ing my life, taken a keen interest iu ag- 
ricultural matters, and if accident had 
not led me into the pursuits of a mer- 
cantile life, I think I should have be- 
come a farmer;and I know of no occupa- 
tion that would have suited my own 
tastes and inclination so well. Since 
becoming minister of agriculture, how- 
ever, I have not only personal inclination 
but state reasons for becoming closely 
associated with its interests, and I have 
to the utmost of my ability endeavored, 
however feebly, to promote nnd encour- 
age the development of that profession 
iu this province. I may say that I 
have been even blamed by some of my 
own supporters, who do not represent 
agricultural constituencies, for Inking so 
great an interest in and for devoting 
so much attention and so much of the 
revenue of the province to its up-build- 
in. 1 have been told time and time 
again, privately, that the interests of 
agriculture in British Columbia were mt- 
siguificant, and that by the very nature 
of things they must continue to remain 
so, owing to the predominating and over- 
whelming importance of mining, lumber- 
ing and the fisheries. But while I have 
had faith in, and recognized the tremend- 
ous possibilities of these industries, I 
have nevertheless maintained an abiding 
faith in our agricultural resources anil in 
the ultimate greatness of their develop- 
ment as a permanent source of wealth. 

I am glad to see after all these years 
of waiting and hoping, that the progress 
of agriculture in the province at the pro- 
sent time amply justifies the faith that 
has been placed in it, and the efforts that 
have been put forth to foster and to 
maintain it. There never was a time 
when fanning for profit gave so great a 
promise of success us at the present. Ev- 
erywhere the farmers are evincing a 
keen interest in their profession— I am 
glad it is being recognized as a profes- 
sion—and that many are adopting im- 
proved methods. In other words, agri- 
culture is getting down— or rather UP— 
to business basis. In ten years more 
I predict Unit. British Columbia will rank 
from an agricultural standpoint with any 
of the other provinces, perhaps not in 
extent with Ontario, but in the except- 
ional value of its products and the po- 
tential character of its met hods. 

I do not claim here that to the gov- 
ernment is due nil the- credit of this hap- 
py atiguary of mutters agricultural. Our 
nntural situation, rich soil and equable 
climate would naturally suggest a great 
future for the industry. But I do claim 
that in so far as the government could 
assist iu making success possible, it lias 
done so. Nor do I desire to refer, at any 
length, to the many measures which the 
government has initiated in the legisla- 
ture, or to which it has given effect by 
prerogative in the administration of ar- 
ralrs. These I will refer to when I have 
(he opportunity of addressing von per- 
sonally, as I hope to nt an early date. 
And indeed I feel it to be quite unneces- 
sary for the information of the intelli- 
gent; and well-informed electors of your 
riding, who have by their requisition ex- 
pressed in the most practical way pos- 
sible their recognition of the efforts of 
the government. 

I will not sny IK I am elected, because 
with the support guaranteed in the

A FILIBUSTER, 

A Boston and Alaska Steamer which Took 
Part la the Cuban War. 

The filibustering steamer Lanrada, one of 
the Boston nnd Alaska Bteamcrsj which will 
tun tills your between Victoria, Vancouver 
and St. Michael's, has arrived at the Ter- 
minal, which she will receive four car 
loads of supplies for the Canadian-Yukon 
soldiers tic Port Selkirk. Before going 
.North she returns to Seattle to pick up the 
river steamer James 11. Low. She was 
passengers booked for St. Michael's and 
she has aboard, taken on at Seattle, twenty 
carloads of Canadian military, provisions, 
clothing, etc. The steamer, the News-Ad- 
vertiser says was one of the ships that led 
th6 way for the present war between the 
United States and Spain. She Is perhaps 
the most famous of the Cuban fllibusterers, 
ami for over two years carried ammunition 
and supplies to the unhappy Islanders. 
Captain John 1J. Hart, her former owner, 
Mas arrested and sentenced to two years' 
Imprisonment, previous to the declaration 
of wnr by the United States government 
on Thursday last, however, the president 
Issued an order for his release. Her form- 
er captain for a time huu to ilee the coun- 
try to escape arrest. Captain William K. 
Scott, who brought the steamer around the 
Horn, had many exciting trips out of South- 
ern ports across the separating ocean a dark 
night and into some harbor on the Culrnii 
coast, where tons of provisions and am- 
munition were landed. Hi' commanded tin 
steamers, Flnmborougli and Bermuda, two 
most persistent ttlllbusters, and In them 
pave the Spanish gunboats and the United 
states patrol fleet many n long chase. 

Chief Engineer, John Oliver, of the Lau 
radii, has also been engaged in filibustering 
He held the same position on the trip thai 
made the Launuhl famous, and landed the 
largest cargo of anas unit supplies that 
ever reached the Cuban insurgents, It re- 
sulted In the seizure of the ship by the 
United States government', and the arrest 
and conviction of her owner for a bread 
of the neutrality laws. 
The story of the trip Is given as follows: 
On March 1!), 1890, the Laurada secure) 
a full cargo of implies, arms and ninmunl 
tlon at soiue point along the Atlantic coast 
She managed to elude the United States 
patrol fleet, and on the night of March 21st, 
showed up on* the entrance of Brnuer har- 
bor, on the Cuban coast. A band of In 
surgents bad swooped down from the tim- 
ber-covered bills that morning and driven 
the Spanish garrison away. 

The Southern sea was calm and the dark 
night, an ideal one for the expedition. The 
officers of the Laurada went about their 
work without delay. A boat crew went up 
the narrow channel to the harbor proper, 
about two miles back. The men returned 
with the report that there were no Spanish 
gunboats inside. A Hotchklss gun was then 
pi ken ashore and mounted so as to cover 
the entrance. Electricians planted tor- 
pedoes In the channel after the Laurada 
passed in, ready to destroy any vessel that 
might come In pursuit. 

With those precautions the Laurada dash- 
ed up the narrow channel and Into the hay. 
The Spanish garrison at tlrst thought the 
steamer had come to their relief. Two 
boatloads of soldiers put out. They soon 
discovered the true nature of the craft, and 
hastened back to the fort. A big dynamite 
gnu on the forward deck kept the soldiers 
from Interfering with the landing. 

On Sunduy the big cargo was illsehnrcPd 
with the assistance of a band of Insur- 
gents. Monday morning, before daylight 
the Laurada made lier way out of the chan- 
nel, picked up the torpedoes and Hotchklss, 
and was threshing her way through the 
liroml oceim. The biggest expedition of 
the year had boon successfully landed. The 
I.aiirndn made an out-of-the-way cruise to 
throw the government off the scent, but to 
no effect. Her captain had disappeared 
soon after the arrival of the vessel, and 
the government has never been able to lay 
Its hands on him.
